A Forensic on THe Question—* Whether Pau- 
pers ought to be supported by law, as they now are, 
or depend on the charily of private individuals for 
sustenance ?” 

If we look around us we shall find that there 


is, and always has been, a class since the in- 
troduction of property, that have had difficul- 
ty to obtain the means of subsistence. The 
causes of this state of things are various. Ma- 
ny are brought into this condition by canses 
entirely beyond their control; have been op- 
pressed by numerous misfortunes. Some 
owe their troubles to the sad effects of their 
own folly. Others are unable to guide their 
ship on the stormy ocean of life with safety, 
on account of mental imbecility, which may 
be considered the greatest misfortune with 








which man may be afflicted. 

But from whatever cause they find them- 
selves in the vale of poverty and afiliction, 
they should excite the sympathy of their fel- 
low beings, who are in more favorable cit- 
cumstances, Although their miserable cir- 
cumstances may have been .caused by their 
own indiscretion, still we should lament the 
weakness of poor, fallen humanity, and en- 
deavor to ameliorate their condition, For 
want of timely aid, how many have passed 
out of this state of existence under the most 
unhappy circumstances! Flow many a noble 
mind,—a lofiy genius, which might have 
blessed the human race, and adorned any 
department of learning, has passed through 
life under the painful oppression of poverty, 
and extreme want, and finally left the world 
in obscurity—no monumental pile to point 
out to succeeding generations its former 
existence—no enduring work of goodness to 
give it immortal fame! Proper aid and en- 
couragement might have hindered all this. 

These remarks will lead us to consider 
how the poor should be supported; for, since 
the earth was evidently designed by its be- 
nevolent Creator to furnish all its inhabitants 
with sustenance, suitable and sufficient, it is 
no less evident that they should be supported 
in some way or other. In a state of mature 
every one had an undoubted right to take 
whatever was necessary to his support and 
But since the introduction of 
property there is no public domain from which 


happiness, 


every one may supply himself, but every 
thing has become the property of individuals 
Still the right to the means of subsistence is 
not taken away from those who have not 
They then mnst obtain this end in 
some way. Stealing is forbidden by the laws 
of God and man. 
can come lawfully in only two ways; either 
from the hand of government, or from the 
charity of individuals. It is for us to decide 
then which ts the better course to take.

it is evident that paupers should do what 
they can to support themselves without ex- 
posing them to danger of receiving injury; 
and not to form a class of drones to idle out 
their listless days living on the labors of the 
industrious, But it is easy to see that there 
would be a tendency to this, if they were to 
depend on charity; for when once the habit 
of begging was formed, they might find it. 
easier to beg than to apply themselves to 
labor. Besides, the time spent in begging 
might enable them to do much for their own 
support, if they were furnished with employ- 
ment. We see then, if pavpers are support- 
ed by government, they may be furnished 
with employment by which they may assist 
themselves with all imaginable safety. 

Again, if they were supported by private 
charity, the burden of their support would 


fall upon a small proportion of the communi- 
ty-—the good, the benevolent while the other 


portion, possessing, perhaps, the major part 
of the property in the community, would go 
free. This evidently could not be just, as 
nothing could be more according to the prin- 
ciples of right than that all the property of 
the community should supply the wants of all 
individuals that compose it. This view fur- 
nishes an additional argument why this res- 
ponsibility should he assumed by the govern- 
ment, and by this arrangement every one 
justly abliged to bear his part of the burden. 
Ii, too, the care of paupers were not taken 
into the hands of the law, they themseives 
would often be subjected to want, sometimes 
to starvation, and perhaps would never be 
comfortably supplied. There is abundant 
history to prove this. From England, where 
the poor are supported by the charity of the 
parishes, not a breath of wind comes, but is 
burdened by the sighs and distresses of the 
starving, dying population! Multitudes of 
men are gv eaten up by avarice that the cries 
of want and woe never move their stony 
hearts! We may, therefore look with pride 
npon that feature of ovr law, which provides 
for the destitute. ~_s Epnesus.

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Manuractures or Maine.—The Bangor 
Whig wisely notices all the new manufactures 
of that city, which we are glad to see are con- 
siderable, in iron, leather and wood. Mr. J. 
H. Flagy employs 30 hands in making shoes. 
We should like to know why shoes, boots,and 
other manufactures of leather may not be 
made here on the Kennebec as cheap as at 
l._ynn and other places in Massachusetts. 
The leather is made here, the wood grows 
here: subsistence is cheaper here. Where 
ia the difficulty? No corporate powers are 
necessary as in some other manufactures 
where larger capital is required. The amount 
af boots and shoes brought intoto Maine 1s 
very large. Our plows, hoes, seythies, rakes 
pitchforks, carpenters’ tools, &e. &c., are 
made in Massachusetts of imported, and so 
are most of our cloths of every kind, This 
ought not to be so, while we have the finest 
water power in the world, through the who'e 
eourse of the Saco, Androscoggin, Kennebec 
Penobscot, and numerous smaller rivers. 

We ought to have extensive manufactures 
of glass for which we have the raw imateri.!, 
of iron, of wool, of cotton hemp, leather and 
of wood in all its forms, such as cabinet wok 
chairs, pails, and other house-hold furniture 
and farming tools, If we had all these, we 
need n-ttrouble ourselves about the Boston 
market for our beef and pork, our grain or 
potatoes, ner care a fourpence how much 1s 
brought in on the western Railroad: for cur 
mechanics and manufacturers would consuin® 
all our agricultural producis: we should ex- 
port instend of importing manofactures, and 
our exports, of these, as well as of limber, 
would he clear gain. And alse our commerce 
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Who can take a ,paper dated haifa century 
ago, without the thought, that almost every 
name there printed i now ont upon a tomb- 
etone, at the head of an epitaph. The doctor

could insure for ships could get no insurance 
on his tifes—and the acter who could make 
others laugh and weep, can now only furnish 
a skull for his successor in Hamlet.

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New Shoe Machine.—The N.Y. Post gives the 
following description of the manner of making 
shoes by a machine owned by Mr. Ruggles, of 60 
Gold street, in that city : ' 

The sole leather is first pressed between wooden 
rollers, which makes it extremely firm and compact 
—much more so than hammering can do. It is 
iien placed undera cutting machine, which at one 
operation cuts it inte proper shape. Meantime 
another machine is busy making steel wire into 
screws of about three feet in length, all of which 
is done with surprising celerity. A fourth machine 
puuches the sole with holes, inserts the screw, and 
cuts it off at the proper length. All that is then 
necessary is to rivet the screws by a few blows 
with a hammer onan anvil. The soles manufac- 
tured in this way are superior to the Napoleon, in- 
asmuch as the rivets adhere better, and the leather 
is rendered more compact. They are produced 
With infinitely less labor, and can be afforded about 
‘ity per cent. cheaper.

‘The insurance was effected only the day 
before, at the instance of the Bank, which retused, 
it is said, to advance a loan, except on a policy of 
insurance. The meeting house was intended for 
the largest in the county. 

Mr. Goodridge’s Essex Coffee House, a hand 
some brick edifice, of modern erection, and belieyv 
ed to be the most spacious hotel in the country, was 
destroyed. The building is said to be insured for 
$5,000, 

The Warren Bank, Post office, and other build- 
ings, were on fire several times. 

During the earlier part of the night, and until 
the fire had been raging an hour or two, the wind 
had been blowing violently. Until it subsided, the 
flames and smoke were driven with blinding fury, 
and coals and blazing brands flew to a great dis- 
tance. The roofs of a number of houses, apparent- 
ly remote from danger, were repeatedly set on fire. 

Amongst others, the Unitarian Meeting House, 
(Rev. Mr. Bigelow’s) was repeatedly on fire, and 
but for the intrepidity of a young man, would at 
one time have been destroyed. This yonng man 
secured a rope in the bell deck of the steeple, and 


of the meeting house, on which be stood and pour- 
ed the water, which was let down to hii froin the 
same place, and which could reach the fire in no 
other way, asthe engines were not at that station 
until some time afterward, 

One of the cornices near the top of the steeple 
afterwards took fire and blazed up fiercely for a 
considerable time, while it appeared inaccessible ; 
but it was finally extinguished by the efforts’ of 
three or four individuals, who maintained their 
position in the steeple, and to whose persevering 
labors must be attributed the salvation not only of 
that building ; but many others which must have 
been destroyed with it.
